Is Sanctification Subsequent to 
generation! 


Particularly Objectionab 


We now take up topic 
number four of the series 
heretofore referred to. We 
have previously stated that 
we do not enter into these 
discussions merely for the 
sake of argument and contro- 
versy. We have no spirit of 
envy or strife, but the sub- 
lects as outlined and the 
arguments produced, gives us 
excellent opportunity for 
teaching. 


While we love the battle 
against sin, wickedness, 
hypocrisy, false teaching, and 
infidelity, it fs not out pur- 
pose to fight as one that beats 
the air. We have a higher 
motive than conflict merely 
for the sake of conflict and 
the laurels of victorious war- 
fare. Of course it is my duty 
to defend the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, but it would be of no 
interest to me to engage in a 
personal debate with anyone. 


Under this topic the writer 
in the “Florida Baptist Wit- 
ness” opens up his fire against 
what he calls the “second 
blessing theory.” ~ This is not 


“a battie befween two com- 


batants. In fact this theory 
alone is of very little interest 
This is not a new 
subject of controversy. It is 
one of the controverted points 
of many years standing be- 
tween the Wesleyan Meth- 
odists and the Baptists. I do. 
not care to interfere with 
their disputes. They can 
fight it out in their own way 
if they wish, but strange to 
say that so many of the 
Methodists are so far from 
the experience that they once 
claimed that there is little 
controversy on that subject 
any more. 


It is not my purpose to dis- 
cuss this subject in its fulness, 
but only that part that is a di- 
rect thrust at the holiness 
movement— of our land. 
When I was ordained for the 
ministry | was charged by the 


a part of this glorious gospel. 


This is what I shall defend| 
rather than the “second bless- | 


ing” theory. However, in his 
attack Mr. P. so blends the 
“second blessing’ theory 
with sanctification that we 
understand after all that this 
thrust is against sanctification 
as a definite experience sub- 
sequent to regeneration, and 
he names it the “second 
blessing theory.” 


The first thing he says 
about it to introduce the sub- 
ject is as follows: ‘The 
theory of the second blessing 
is just as unfounded and 
silly.” He has just concluded 
his tirade against speaking 
with other tongues and thus 
he finds himself in a splendid 
frame of mind to enter this 
subject in the abrupt and con- 
temptuous manner as shown 
above. 


Following the statement as 
given above he says, “God’s 
word teaches that sanctifica- 
tion is a continuing process 
carried on in the heart of be- 
lievers by the Spirit of God, 
from the hour of the soul’s re- 
generation to the end of the 
journey.”’ Then follows ten 
Scripture references that 
teach the continual progress 
in the Christian lite which we 
accept, but not one of them 
has reference to sanctifica- 
tion, and the word “sanctifi- 
cation” is not found in any of 
them. In the first one, Phil- 
lipians 3:12, 13, the Apostle 
had made reference to the 
resurrection and says, “If by 
any means | might attain unto 
the ressurrection of the 
dead.” Then follows the 
verses that our opponent 
takes for sanctification: ‘Not 
as though I had already at- 
tained, either were already 
perfect: but I follow after, 
if that I may apprehend that 
for which also I am = ap- 
prehended of Christ Jesus.”

s they appear. He 
es no comment on them, 
either will we. Phil. _ 1:6; 
Col. 1:28; Jas. 1:4; 1 Pet. 5:10; 
Eph. 4:13; Heb. 12:1; Jude 
24:2; (I suppose this isa mis- 
take of the printer.)

Those who take 
the time to look up these 
verses will readily see that 
they have no reference to 
what is termed “Bible sancti- 
fication.”

Following these references 


‘is another statement thus: 
‘Sanctification then as taught 


in the Bible is nota ‘‘second 
blessing.” I venture to say 
here that to take hisown the- 
ory it proves the “second 
blessing.” Suppose we say 
a man is converted or re- 
generated and starts in his 
growth of sanctification. If 
he ever obtains it, which the 
gentleman allows, it will be a 
“second blessing,” because 
he has had the first blessing 
of regeneration. Then if he 
ever gets sanctified it is bound 
to be a “second blessing.” 


According te Paul’s state- 


ment he will have to have 


this “second blessing” before 
he can see God, for he says, 
“Follow after peace with all 
men, and the sanctification 
without which no man. shall 
see the Lord. (Heb. 12:14, R. 
V.) In his argument Mr. R. 
shows that sanctification be- 
gins immediately after re- 
generation and that it contin- 
ues to the end of the journey 
of the traveler, and we con- 
clude he means he is then 
sanctified. All right, then 
everybody can see if this 
traveler has had the blessing 
of regeneration, and at the 
end of his journey is sanctified, 
it is a “second blessing.” 


I was once talking with a 
gentleman on the subject of 
sanctification, and he ex- 
piained that he believed in 
sanctification as a “gradual 
work” and not a “second 
blessing.” I interrogated him 
thus: “Have you been con- 
verted?” He replied that he 
had. “Have you been sanc- 
tified” ‘No,” was his reply. 
“Do you ever expect to be?” 
“Oh, yes,” he replied. “Then 


finally gave it upas a bad job. 
But it is the experience of 
sanctification that we insist is 
provided for believers in the 
atonement, and we scarcely | 
ever designate it as the ‘“sec- 
‘ond blessing.” 

But notice the next state- 
ment by the writer in the 
Florida paper: “The mcdern 





holiness cult preaches that 
people who confess Christ 
immediately receive what, 
they call ‘a second work of 
grace’ whereby they are im- 
mediately made free from 
sin, soul, mind, body, bone 
blood and are no longer sub- 
ject to temptation even.” By 
this statement the gentleman 
proves that he is either ig- 
norant of our teaching on this 
point of doctrine, or means 
to wilfully misrepresent us. 
Individually we do_ not 
mind being misrepresented. 
We harbor no feeling of ani- 
mosity or ill will toward those 
who misrepresent us. But 
for the sake of precious souls 
who are duped by these mis- 
representations it becomes 
our duty to refute them and 
vindicate the trut‘ifulness of 
our teaching. Nowhere have 
we ever made any claim of 
being free from temptation. If 
such statement has ever been 
made it has been by some 
wild fanatic with whom we 
have no connection or fellow- 
ship. 1 doubt if Mr. R. has 
ever heard such a statement 
fall from the lips of any re- 
sponsible representative of 
his ‘‘modern holiness cult.” 
We boldly repudiate such 
misrepresentations. While 
we do claim to live free 
from sin, yet it is only by the 
closest watchfulness and con- 
secration to God on our part; 
and even then it is only by 
His grace and power that we 
are kept from yielding to the 
temptations that are thrown 
across our pathway more or 


less all through life. 
Temptations ~are not sin; 
‘if they were, then our Savior 
would have fallen into guilt, 
for the record shows He was 
tempted. “For in that he 
‘himself hath suffered being 
\tempted, he is able to succor 
\them that are tempted.” (Heb. 
2:18.) “But was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet 








it willbe a second blessing without sin.” (Heb. 4:15.) 


Please notice the next 
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ers to accept his statement, 
and no doubt many of them 
will; but some will look for 
Bible proof, and if he fails to 
give it they will be disap- 
pointed. We give only a 
few references to show there 
ismore than one work of 
grace. 

“Therefore being justified 
by faith we have peace with. 
God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” Rom. 5:1. This is 
one work of grace. As proof 
of this we read, “Being justi- 
fied freely by His grace 
through the redemption that 
is in Christ Jesus.” Rom. 
3:28. “That being justified 
by his grace, we should be 
made heirs according to the 
hope of eternal life.” Titus 
3:27. These are sufficient to 
prove that the experience of 
Rom. 5:1 is a work of grace. 


We now call attention to 
the second verse. 
After the individual has 


been justified by faith, which 
we have proved is one work 
of grace, the apostle adds, 
“By whom also we have ac- 
cess into this grace (another 
grace) wherein we stand and 
rejoice in hope of the glory 
of God.” - Rom. 5:2. The 
word “also” shows there has 
been one and now you are 
pointed to another. “And in 
this confidence I was minded 
to come unto you before, 
that ye might have a second 
benefit.” The margin reads 
“second grace.” 2 Cor. 1:15. 
This is sufficient to show that 
there are at least two works 
of grace. If we were to give 


an exhaustive discussion of 


this subject it would so totally 
cover up the “only one work 
of grace” theory that its ad- 
vocates would never be able 
to dig their way out. 

The balance of his argu- 
ment is given as an accusa- 
tion of ignorance on the part 
of the holiness people. “How 
is a man to be sanctified,” he 
interrogates, “if he is totally 
ignorant of the Bible as most 
of those who go off after this 
cult are?” While he is again 
laboring under a mistaken 
idea of the holiness people, 
for there are no people on 
earth that are more studious 
in searching the Scriptures 
than they are, we beg the

Many declare that when a 
man dies this is the last of 
him until the ressurrection, 
he doesnot know anything 
until his body is again re- 
vived. 

The passage wich is 
quoted to sustain this theory 
is found in Ece. 9:4-6. “The 
dead know not anything.” 
By reading the full connec- 
tion it will be noticed that in 
this Scripture nothing 1s_ said 
at allofthe soul. The dog, 
the lion and man are men- 


tioned in the same connec- 


tion, that after death they 
have no more to do with any- 
thing “under the sun,” show- 
Ing that what is here related 
is only of the physical body. 
Ecce. 12:7 says “Then shall 
the dust return to the earth 
and the spirit shall return un- 
to God who gave it,” show- 
ing that while the body goes 
back to mother earth, the 
spirit or soul goes to deal in- 
telligently with its maker. 

In Gen. 2:7 we are told 
that God formed man of the 
dust of the ground and 
breathed into his nostrils the 
breath of life; and man be- 
came a living soul,” showing 
that the soul is something dif- 
ferent from the body. Jesus 
exhorted His followers to 
“fear not those who kill the 
body” and could do no more, 
but fear Him that had power 
to cast both soul and body 
into hell. Man cannot touch 
the soul, but God can. 

St. James declares ‘The 
body without the Spirit is 
dead.” (James 2:26) And 
when Jesus raised the daugh- 


ter of Jairus from the dead 


He said “Maid arise, and her 
Spirit came again, and she 
arose straightway.” (Luke 
8:55) So death is a separat- 
ing of soul and body. But 
while the body lies uncon- 
sciously in the grave until the 
resurrection the spirit still 
lives and exists with as much 
or more intelligence than 
when in the body. 

The Bible declares over 
and over that Moses died and 
was buried, and there is no 
account that he has ever yet 
been ressurrected but when 
Jesus was transfigured with 
Peter, James and John on the 
mountain Moses appeared 
and conversed with Jesus. 
The subject of the conversa- 
tion was the death which 
Jesus was shortly to accom- 
plish .at Jerusalem. This 
shows Moses was not only 
in a state of consciousness, 
but he was familiar with the 
great plan of redemption and 
its workings at that time on 
earth. Elijah also appeared, 
he who had gone to heaven 
without dying. And in this

holy men who ha&passed on, 
Moses, whose bodythad died, 
seemed to exist in a& intelli- 
gent a state as Elijah\whog 
body was caught up withéut 
dying. (Luke 9:30-31) You 
who believe the soul sleeps 
unconsciously while the body 
is in the grave what will you 
do with this? 

Again let us read Isaiah 
57:1-2. “The righteous per- 
isheth, and no man layeth it 
to heart: and merciful men 
are taken away, none con- 
sidering that the righteous is 
taken away from the evil to 
to come. He shall enter into 
peace: they shall rest in their 
beds, each one walking in up- 
rightness in the presence of 
their Maker with whom they 
have entered into peace and 
rest. 

God told Abraham “Thou 
shalt go to thy fathers in 
peace, thou shalt be buried 
in a good old age.” Gen. 
15:15. And it is said he was 
“gathered to his people,” and 
it was said of Isaac that he 
“was gathered tohis people.” 
Gen. 35:29. But unless “the 
fathers” and “people” existed 
somewhere how could they 
be gathered to them? 

Read the record of Samuel 
coming up to speak with 
Saul (1 Sam. 28:13-19) after 
his body was dead. He 
talked to Saul as intelligently 
as he had ever done while in 
the body. He shows the 
same understanding of the 
affairs of God’s dealing with 
men on earth that he had had 
when in his body and sur- 
rounded by the duties and 
cares of life. 





Saint Paul in writing the 
Corinthians assures them that 
when God’s children cease 
to live in this temporal body, 
that they live with God in 
the mansions above. Please 
read 2 Cor. 5:1-8. He says 
“we know that if our earthly 
house of this tabernacle were 
dissolved, we have a build- 
ing of God, an house not 
made with hands, eternal in! 
the heavens.” Further he 
speaks of being clothed upon 
with the. house which is from 
heaven, and says “we are 
willing” to be absent from 
the body, and to be present 
with the Lord.” So it cer- 
tainly is a fact that when a 
Christian departs this life his 
soul goes to rest with the 
Lord while his body lies in 
the ground. St. Paul says“for 
to me to live is Christ, and 
to die (or depart) is gain,” 
and explains that “gain” by 
saying that to depart is “to be 
with Christ.”

heayen and heard their cry 
tofme Lord, and at another 
tyne he heard the song of the 
edeemed as they praised 
their Redeemer. Read Rev. 
5:9 and 10 and Chapter 6 
9th and 10th verses. Surely 
this is plain enough. John 
Simply states the fact that 
here are the redeemed in 
heaven, in a state of blessed- 
ness awaiting the time of the 
ressurrection when their bod- 
ies shall again live and they 
shell enter soul and body in- 
to the blessedness that 
awaits the people of God. 
Look again at the case of 
the rich man and Lazarus in 
Luke 16. Jesus simply states 
the fact that “there wasa 
certain rich man” who after 
spending a life of luxury on 
earth died without God and 
went to the place of the lest 
and “lift up his eyes in Hell.” 
He was most assuredly ina 
state of consciousness. On 
the other hand the poor man 
Lazarus died and was carried 
by the angels “to Abraham’s 
bosom” where “he was com- 
forted,” and this notice, after 
his death. This is so plain 
that men try to evade the 
force of it by saying “that is 
only a parable.” If you may 
call this a parable, then you 
may call any plain statement 
a parable whenever it suits 
your convenience to do so. 
In this instance there is ab- 
solutely no ground for claim- 
ing that Christ was speaking 
in a parable. He simply said 
“there was a ceftain rich 
man” and “there was a cer- 
tian beggar named Lazarus.” 
After death the one was tor- 
mented, the other comforted. 
It is amazing indeed to see 
what efforts the unrighteous 
and unsaved will put forth to 
upset the truth, which if they 
could do would profit neither 
themselves nor anyone else.
